In the opinion of Dr. Frank Crane there has 
been much "crude enthusiasm over the wrongs done Minori- 
ties."

And whether his 
Views meet the approval of the individual reader, he at least 
provides abundant food for thot. Among others he advances 
these thots : 


"There is no doubt that Majorities are often tyrannical, 
Ignorant and unjust. This is so true that it has been expressed 
In the extreme generality, which, of course, is not wholly true, 
but contains a truth, that "the Minority is always right." 


As a matter of fact, neither the Majority nor the Minority 
is always right. Both are human. 


And it is simply a question of a choice between two falli- 
bles. And if the evils of an autocratic Majority are bad, tho 
evils of an autocratic Minority are worse. 


There are all sorts of Minorities, there is only one Majority, 
and one tyrant is better than forty. 
j 


• v *n every community there are many Minorities. Some are 
nch and powerful. Some are poor and vociferous. 
Some are 
highly organized, expert and shrewd. Some are merely coagu- 
lations of that envy and crankiness that spring eternal in the 
human breast.
